inhabitants to attempt to mninUiu n State 
government modeled after that of States 
with millions of people. It is DOW apparent 
to ever; intelligent poraon that a cbaogp 
mast be ai*le, and made soou, 10 save the 
State from bankruptcy, as the game of 
placing irredeemable bonds for gold ooiu 
in an irreducible school funl ia nearly 
played ont. State nncl couuty offices mast 
Ija consolidated and the LegUlatnra re- 
duced from sixty to twenty, or at tbe most, 
twenty-five inembeis. 


Let the people nrpno and differ as mnch 


as they pleace on National politic?, ba> 
nnite in electing meu to the Executive nnd 
legislative Departments of the State Gov- 
eminent who will endeavor to recluse 
expenses rather than advance party inter- 
ests by creating places for spoilsmen,— 
Silver State. 


It will be useless to elect such men to 


the Legislative and Executive Departments 
with the expectation that they nill reduce 
to any notable extent the present expenses 
ol onr State and Oonnty governments. It 
will ha tiinply imposaiblenader onr present 
organic law. Tbe Constitution of the Slate 
mast be changed before any of the reforms 
which the Silver Stats suggests can be 
brought about, Tha memb'rship of ttie 
Leg slatare cannot be reduced; State and 
Chanty offices cannot be consolidated, 
nor the number o£ tiths-r materially re- 
duced; 
the 
Supreme 
ami 
District 


Courts cannot be consoliditsd nnr in fuct 
can any important economic reform be in- 
augurated that will not come in direct con- 
flict with the fundamental law of the State. 
The Constitution is the instrument -which 
obliges as to "nnintain a State govern- 
ment modeled aftar that of Stutts with 
millions of people," and there can ba no 
relief until it is pet aside and another 
adopted bettar fitted to onr limited popula- 
tion, resources and deprea-ed financial 
condition. It is the great and insurmount- 
able barrier, if not to our prosperity, at 
least to the exorcise of such economy as is 
necessary <o avert absolute insolvency and 
ruin. It is vistldsi to talk about mending 
nnttera by judicious legislation for it can- 
Dot be done, under the present constitu- 
tional restrictions. We mast commence at 
the fountain head where tbe source of oar 
troubles lie. 
\Ve must ch-inge onr organic 


law iu such a manner as to make practica- 
ble or possible snob legislation 33 is pro- 
posed by the Silver Slate. This can only 
bj done by tbe culling o£ a Constitutional 
Convtntioii, a proposition whioa the people 
will have an opportunity of Toting upon at 
the next election. If it carries, and is fol- 
lowed up by tli» election of suitable dele- 
gates, such obstructions will be removed in 
the road to economiu reform, as will result 
in lessening onr public expenses to fifty 
per cent, and perhaps less, o! 
present

One of the Pennsylvania Republican 


Senators, Don Cameron, is a railroad niai.

On the other hand the resolu- 


tions of the Democratic State Convention 
adopted yesterday contain no word of tef 
ereoce to the silver question. The Key- 
stone Democrats did resolute tiltheoowt 
come borne" on every conceivable subject, 
except the -white metal, and they do not 
fail to "point with pride" to Cleveland and 
endorse f.ll his acts—hostility to free coin- 
age included, bat they are mum xip&n tbe 
silver qats'tion.
